The westerners --did-not- decry 


the excellent specialization given in 
science and technology by the Rus- 
sians. They suggested, however,

expressed in the U.S.S,R. 
According to Prof. Nicholas De- 
Witt .of Indiana University, and 
formerly of the -Russian Research 
Centre at Harvard, “There is now a 
wide outcry among Soviet educa- 
tors that preparation in languages 
and literature has been undermined 
and should be strengthened. again.”

“If we consider ourselves to be 
in an education race with the Rus- 
sians,” Says Prof DeWitt, “we are 
certainly not running on the same 
track.” 

He notes a further difference 
between American and Soviet edu- 
cation. In this part of the world a 
larger percentage of children are 
educated in the schools than in Rus- 
sia, but in the latter country, the 
better student: recetves a better edu- 
cation than here, _. 

At the same time the Russian 
system, despite Sputniks, is not so 
good that it satisfies all the people 
of the U.S.S.R.—or their educators.
